They are of the same number 
as in the previous week, but 5 more than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 56°'1, 
being 1°:8 below that for the previous week, but 2°°0 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1°39 inch. 
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In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated 
population of 2,416,900, there were registered during the week ending 21st 
June 1919 the births of 1019 living children, the deaths of 512 persons, and 649 
marriages. These deaths include those of 56 persons with usual residence outwith 
the town of registration, but exclude those of 52 persons who, though dying 
elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or other of these towns, and the 
difference, 4, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number for the week, which is 
thus found to be 508. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 22:0 per thousand, and 
the death-rate, corrected, is 11:0 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 1'7 more than that of the previous week, 0°9 more 
than the mean of those of the three preceding weeks, and 1°8 more than that of the 
corresponding week of last year.

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the T’able was 53°'8, 
being 1°:0 below that for the previous week, and 0°°6 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°21 inch. 
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In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated 
population of 2,416,900, there were registered during the week ending 5th 
July 1919 the births of 961 living children, the deaths of 473 persons, and 793 
marriages. These deaths include those of 61 persons with usual residence outwith 
the town of registration, but exclude those of 45 persons with usual residence 
in one or other of these towns, but dying elsewhere in Scotland, and the difference, 
16, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number for the week, which is thus 
found to be 457. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 20°7 per thousand, and the 
equivalent annual death-rate, corrected, is 9°9 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°8 less than that of the previous week, and 0°6 - 
less than the mean of those of the three preceding weeks, but is 0°3 more than that 
of the corresponding week of last year.

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 26. They are 6 more than in the 
previous week, but are of the same number as in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 53°-4, 
being 0°°4 below that for the previous week, and 5°:0 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 9°25 inch. 
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In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated 
population of 2,416,900, there were registered during the week ending 12th 
July 1919 the births of 941 living children, the deaths of 520 persons, and 544 
marriages. These deaths include those of 66 persons with usual residence outwith 
the town of registration, but exclude those of 55 persons who, though dying else- 
where in Scotland, had usual residence in one or other of these towns, and the 
differeuce, 11, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number for the week, which 
is thus found to be 509.

Glasgow, 11°7; in Clydebank, 9:9; and in Leith, 8°0. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 18 to 18 of 
the Table, numbered 28. They are 5 fewer than in the previous week, and are equal 
to an annual death-rate from these causes of 0°6 per thousand. These deaths 
include 1 from enteric fever, 4 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping- 
cough, 6 from diphtheria, and 11 from the diarrhas of childhood. Compared with 
the returns for the previous week, deaths from scarlet fever and from diphtheria are 
each 6 fewer, but those from whooping-cough are of the same number, while those 
from enteric fever and from measles are each 1 more, and those from the diarrhoeas 
of childhood are 5 more. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 86. They are 18 more 
than in the previous week, but 668 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

No deaths during the week were attributed to influenza as a sole cause, but in 3 
instances influenza was named as a contributory cause. In the previous week these 
numbers were | and 2 respectively, and in the corresponding week of last year, 66 
and 499 respectively. 

Deaths among children of less than one year old numbered 97, and among 
persons aged sixty-five and over, 151. The former are 23 more than in the 
previous week, but 34 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. The latter 
are 7 more than in the previous week, but 54 fewer than in the corresponding week 
of last year. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 32. They are 1 more than in 
the previous week, and 8 more than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 41°°3, 
being 7°1 below that for the previous week, and 8°-2 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean raintiall was 0°41 inch. 
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In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated 
population of 2,416,900, there were registered during the week ending 8th 
November 1919 the births of 1286 living children, the deaths of 619 persons, and 586 
marriages. These deaths include those of 46 persons with usual residence outwith 
the town of registration, but exclude those of 36 residents of these towns who 
died elsewhere in Scotland, and the difference, 10, falls to be deducted to get the 
corrected number for the week, which is thus found to be 609. The equivalent 
annual birth-rate is 27°7 per thousand, and the death-rate, corrected, 13:1 per 
thousand. 

The weekly birth-rate is 0°8 more than that of the previous week, 0:2 more 
than the mean of those of the three preceding weeks, and 9:1 more than that of the 
corresponding week of last year.

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 33. They are 1 more than in 
the previous week, and 14 more than in the corresponding week of last year.

ponding week of last year: The mean rainfall was 1°03 inch. 
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In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated 
population of 2,416,900, there were registered during the week ending 15th 
November 1919 the births of 1286 living children, the deaths of 611 persons, and 401 
marriages. These deaths include those of 56 persons with usual residence outwith 
the town of registration, but exclude those of 31 residents of these towns who 
died elsewhere in Scotland, and the difference, 25, falls to be deducted to get the 
corrected number for the week, which is thus found to be 586. The equivalent 
annual birth-rate is 27°7 per thousand, and the equivalent annual death-rate, 
corrected, is 12°6 per thousand.

The former are 6 more than in the previous week, 
but 13 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. The latter are 12 fewer 
than in the previous week, and 62 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 20. They are 13 fewer than in 
the previous week, and 1 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 28°°7, 
being 9°°9 below that for the previous week, and 10°°7 below that for the corres- 

_ ponding week of last year. An exceptionally low temperature of —6°°5 Fahrenheit 
(384 degrees of frost) was registered in Perth. ‘The mean rainfall was 0°44 inch. 
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In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated 
population of 2,416,900, there were registered during the week ending 22nd 
November 1919 the births of 1382 living children, the deaths of 872 persous, and 397 
marriages. These deaths include those of 69 persons with usual residence outwith 
the town of registration, but exclude those of 61 usual residents of these towns 
dying elsewhere in Scotland, and the difference, 8, falls to be deducted to get the 
corrected number for the week, which is thus found to be 864. The equivalent 
annual birth-rate is 29°8 per thousand, and the equivalent annual death-rate 
is 18°6 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 2°1 more than that of the previous week, 2°4 more 
than the mean of those of the three preceding weeks, and 11:0 more than that of 
the correspondin week of last year. The death-rate of the week is 6:0 more than 
that of the previous week, and 59 more than the mean of those of the three preced- 
ing weeks, but is 5:7 less than that of the corresponding week of last year.

Deaths of which influenza was the sole cause numbered 6, and those of which 
influenza was named as a contributory cause, 2. In the previous week these two 
figures were 0 and 5 respectively, and in the corresponding week of last year 29 and 
252 respectively. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 129, and of persons 
of over sixty-five 273, the former being 22 more, and the latter 121 more, than in 
the previous week. Compared with the number in the corresponding week of last 
year, deaths under one are 1 fewer, while those at ages sixty-five and over are 
33 more. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 29, which is 9 more than in the 
previous week, and 4 more than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 38°:0, 
being 9°°3 above that for the previous week, and 2°’ above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1°69 inch.

In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated 
population of 2,416,900, there were registered during the week ending 29th 
November 1919 the births of 1437 living children, the deaths of 717 persons, and 414 
marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by exclusion of those of non- 
residents and by the inclusion of those of residents dying elsewhere in Scotland was 
695. The equivalent annual birth-rate was 31:0 per thousand, and the equivalent 
annual death-rate, corrected, was 15-0 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 1:2 more than that of the previous week, and 10°38 
more than that of the corresponding week of last year. The death-rate of the week 
is 3°6 less than that of the previous week, and 8°7 less than that of the corresponding 
week of last year. | 

Attention may be drawn to the continuous rise of the birth-rate during recent 
weeks. From the commencement of the year to the week ending 3rd May the weekly

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In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated 
population of 2,416,900, there were registered during the week ending 13th 
December 1919 the births of 1417 living children, the deaths of 638 persons, and 460 
marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the exclusion of those of non- 
residents, and by the inclusion of those of residents dying elsewhere in Scotland, was 
624. The equivalent annual birth-rate was 30°6 per thousand, and the death-rate, 
corrected, was 13°5 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 1:0 more than that of the previous week, 0°5 more 
than the mean of those of the three preceding weeks, and 11-4 more than that of 
the corresponding week of last year. The death-rate of the week is 1°8 less than 
that of the previous week, 2°8 less than the mean of those of the three preceding 
weeks, and 2°9 less than that of the corresponding week of last year. 

In the individual towns the weekly death-rate varied from 27:3 in Perth, 
20°5 in Falkirk, and 19:9 in Coatbridge, to 9°1 in Hamilton, 9°7 in Kilmarnock, and 
110 in Clydebank. In Ayr this rate was 14-2 ; In Aberdeen, 14°0; in Greenock, 
13°7 ; in Motherwell, 13-6; in Leith, 13°5; in Dundee, 13:5; in Glasgow, 13:2; in 
Paisley, 12°8; in Kirkcaldy, 12°8; and in Edinburgh, 12:2. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 18 of 
the Table, numbered 33. They are 6 fewer than in the previous week, and equal 
an annual death-rate from these causes of 0-7 per thousand. These deaths include 
I from enteric fever, 6 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, 
6 from diphtheria, and 11 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the 
returns of the previous week, deaths from measles are 10 fewer, and those from 
diphtheria are 1 fewer, but those from whooping-cough are of the same number, 
while those from enteric fever are 1 more, and those from scarlet fever and from the 
diarrhoeas of childhood are each 2 more. Relatively high death-rates from these 
causes occurred in Greenock (2°6), and in Falkirk (1°5). 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 115. They are 37 
fewer than in the previous week, and 158 fewer than in the corresponding week of 
last year. 

There were 2 deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause, and 3 of which 
influenza was one of two or more named causes. In the previous week these 
numbers were 1 and 1 respectively. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 118, and of persons 
of sixty-five and over, 184. The former are 6 fewer than in the previous week, but 
14 more than in the corresponding week of last year. The latter are 30 fewer than in 
the previous week, and 15 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 30. They are 9 more than in the 
previous week, and 3 more than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 39°'1, 
_ being 0°'5 below that for the previous week, and 5°:8 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°99 inch. 
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In the Sixteen Principal ‘Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated 
population of 2,416,900, there were registered during the week ending 20th 
December 1919 the births of 1439 living children, the deaths of 638 persons, and 402 
marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the exclusion of those of non- 
residents, and the inclusion of deaths of residents occurring elsewhere in Scotland, 
was 613. The equivalent annual birth-rate was 31°0 per thousand, and the equiva- 
lent annual death-rate was 13°2 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°4 more than that of the previous week, 0°6 more 
than the mean of those of the three preceding weeks, and 11°5 more than that of 
the corresponding week of last year. The weekly death-rate is 0°3 less than that 
of the previous week, 1°4 less than the mean of those of the three preceding 
weeks, and 1°6 less than that of the corresponding week of last year. 

In the towns taken individually the weekly death-rate varied from 21°5 in 
Greenock, 18:7 in Perth, and 17°4 in Ayr, to 7°7 in Kirkcaldy, 8°7 in Motherwell, 
9°8 in Leith, and 9°9 in Clydebank. In Hamilton this rate was 14:4; in Dundee, 
14:3; in Aberdeen, 14:3; in Edinburgh, 13:3; in Glasgow, 13°1; in Coatbridge, 
11°7; in Paisley, 11:1; in Kilmarnock, 11:1 ; and in Falkirk, 10:2. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 18 of 
the Table, numbered 43. They are 10 more than in the previous week, and equal 
an annual death-rate from these causes of 0°9 per thousand. ‘These deaths include 
1 from enteric fever, 15 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, 
10 from diphtheria, and 11 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the 
returns of the previous week, deaths from enteric fever and from the diarrhcas of 
childhood are both of the same number, but those from measles are 9 more, and 
those from diphtheria are 4 more, while those from scarlet fever are 2 fewer, and 
those from whooping-cough are 1 fewer. Relatively high death-rates from these 
causes occurred in Greenock (2°6), and in Coatbridge (2°3). 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 115. They are of 
the same number as in the previous week, but 89 fewer than in the corresponding 
week of last year. 

Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 4, and those of 
which influenza was one of two or more named causes also numbered 4. In the 
previous week these two numbers were 2 and 3 respectively. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 104, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and over numbered 176. The former are 14 fewer than in the previous 
week, and 7 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. The latter are 8 
fewer than in the previous week, but 3 more than in the corresponding week of last 
year, 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 26. They are 4 fewer than in the 
previous week, and 3 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 42°:5, 
being 3°°4 above that for the previous week, and 6°8 above that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1°05 inch. 
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In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated 
population of 2,416,900, there were registered during the week ending 27th 
December 1919 the births of 1302 living children, the deaths of 699 persons, and 655 
marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the exclusion of those of non- 
residents, and the inclusion of those of residents dying elsewhere in Scotland, 
was 686. The equivalent annual birth-rate was 28°1 per thousand, and the equiva- 
lent annual death-rate, corrected, was 14°8 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week was 2°9 less than that of the previous week, and 2°3 
less than the mean of those of the three preceding weeks, but was 11°8 more than 
that of the corresponding week of last year. The death-rate of the week was 1°6 . 
more than that of the previous week, and 0°8 more than the mean of those of 
the three preceding weeks, but is 1:3 less than that of the corresponding week of 
last year. 

In the towns taken individually the weekly death-rate varied from 20°2 in 
. Greenock, 17-5 in Clydebank, and 17:2 in Leith, to 8°1 in Paisley, 8°8 in Falkirk, 
12°5 in Kilmarnock, and 12°8 in Kirkcaldy. In Dundee this rate was 16°9; in 
Aberdeen, 16°8; in Perth, 15:8; in Glasgow, 14:7; in Ayr, 14:2; in ‘Coatbridge, 
14:0; in Edinburgh, 13:9; in Motherwell, 13°6; and in Hamilton, 13°1. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 18 of 
the Table, numbered 39. They are 4 fewer than in the previous week, and equal 
an annual death-rate of 0°8 per thousand. These deaths include 15 from measles, 
5 from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, 9 from diphtheria, and 7 from the 
diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the returns of the previous week, deaths — 
from the diarrhceas of childhood are 4 fewer, and thiose from diphtheria are 1 fewer, 
while those from measles and whooping-cough are of the same number, and those 
from scarlet fever are 2 more. In this week no deaths from enteric fever were 
registered ; in the previous week there was 1. Relatively high death-rates from 
these causes occurred in Coatbridge (4°7), in Falkirk (2°9), and in Greenock (2°0). 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 131. ‘hey are 16 
more than’in the previous week, but 88 fewer than in the corresponding week of 
last year. 

Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 1, and those of 
which influenza was one of two or more named causes, 3. In the previous week 
these figures were 4 and 4 respectively. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 117, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and over numbered 205. The former are 13 more than in the previous 
week, but 13 fewer than in the corresponding week of last year. The latter are 29 
more than in the previous week, and 8 more than in the corresponding week of last 
year. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 33. They are 7 more than in the 
previous week, and 20 more than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 35°:2, 
being 7°°3 below that for the previous week, and 2°°0 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. ‘he mean rainfall was 1°07 inch. 
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In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which collectively have an estimated 
population of 2,416,900, there were registered during the week ending 3rd 
January 1920 the births of 1402 living children, the deaths of 762 persons, and 1694 
marriages. The weekly number of deaths corrected by the exclusion of those of non- 
residents, and the inclusion of those of residents dying elsewhere in Scotland, 
was 739. The equivalent annual birth-rate was 30°2 per thousand, and the equiva- 
lent annual death-rate, corrected, was 15°9 per thousand. 

The weekly number of marriages in these towns has in only one week been 
higher than in this, that occasion being the week ending 4th January 1913, when 
the marriages numbered 1742. 

The birth-rate of the week is 2°1 more than that of the previous week, 03 more 
than the mean of those of the three preceding weeks, and 11:2 more than that of 
the corresponding week of last year. The death-rate of the week is 1:1 more than 
that of the previous week, and 2°1 more than the mean of those of the three 
preceding weeks, but is 0°8 less than that of the corresponding week of last year. 

In the individual towns the weekly death-rate varied from 2671 in Greenock, 
21:0 in Coatbridge, and 19-8 in Dundee, to 11:0 in Clydebank, 12°5 in Kilmarnock, 
12:9 in Leith, and 13°4 in Paisley. In Aberdeen this rate was 17°4 ; in Hamilton, 
17:0; in Motherwell, 16-1; in Ayr, 15°8; in Kirkcaldy, 15:4; in Glasgow, 15:3; 
in Edinburgh, 15:0; in Falkirk, 14°6; and in Perth, 14:4. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 13 to 18 of 
the Table, numbered 52. They are 13 more than in the previous week, and equal 
an annual death-rate from these causes of 1-1 per thousand. These deaths include 1 
from enteric fever, 12 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 8 from whooping-cough, 
15 from diphtheria, and 11 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the 
returns of the previous week, deaths from diphtheria are 6 more, from whooping- 
cough 5 more, from the diarrhceas of childhood 4 more, and from enteric fever 1 
more, but those from scarlet fever are of the same number, and those from measles 
are 3 fewer. Relatively high death-rates from these causes occurred in Coatbridge 
(4-7), in Greenock (3°3), and in Clydebank (2°2). 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pieurisy numbered 146. They are 15 
more than in the previous week, but 52 fewer than in the corresponding week of 
last year. 

Deaths of which influenza was the sole named cause numbered 1, and those of 
which influenza was one of two or more named causes numbered 9. In the 
previous week these figures were | and 3 respectively. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 157, and those of persons 
of sixty-five and over numbered 198. The former are 40 more than in the previous 
week, and 25 more than in the corresponding week of last year. The latter are 7 
fewer than in the previous week, and 3 fewer than in the corresponding week of last 
year. 

Deatiis attributed to violent causes numbered 37. They are 4 more than in the 
previous week, and 13 more than in the corresponding week of last year. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 35°:0, 

being 0°-2 below that for the previous week, and 0°:4 below that for the corres- 
ponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1°42 inch. 
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
